Tournament, Larman and 
Muir took on the committee's 
top jobs as the committee's 
co-chairmen. 

Muir, a retired principal ftom 
Centennial Secondary School 
who served as a Welland city 
councillor, regional councillor

his expertise as an organizer to 
the table. 

And there aren't too many 
people locally who know 
as much about the game 
as Larman. Despite his quip 
about Larman, Muir was quick 
to point out his former student 
was one of the best basket¬ 
ball players in Niagara. It was 
Larman's life-long prowess on 
the court that led to his induc¬ 
tion into the Welland Sports 
Wall of Fame in 2006. 

Larman has come along way 
since he signed up for church 
league basketball as boy and 
then was cut when he tried 
out for the basketball team in 
Grade 7. The Welland native 
made the team a year later in 
Grade 8 and was given a jersey. 
It was enough to make him 
happy, though he spent most 
of that season on the bench.

PINWORMS 

In the last few months we have seen a number of people for treatment 
of Pinworms. This type of infection is fairly common most often found 
in children five to ten years of age because of poor hand washing and 
close contact in school. The treatment is simple but some steps need to 
be followed to help prevent reinfection and spread of this problem. 

The most common symptom of this problem is an itchy rectal area. 
This is caused by tiny eggs deposited around the anus by a female 
worm. When someone with pinworms scratches their perianal area, 
eggs may lodge under their fingernails and spread to anything he or she 
touches. Infested dust, clothing, bedding, or toys can also spread eggs. 
When someone accidentally ingests these eggs they become infected. 
Adult females live for approximately three months in a human host. At 
night they migrate from the rectum to the anus and deposit their eggs. 
In moist, humid conditions eggs can survive for up to two weeks. 
Pinworms do not cause abdominal pain, bloody stools, fevers, or poor 
appetite. If you have these symptoms you should go to the hospital. 

If you suspect your child has pinworms the best way to detect them 
is the “Scotch tape test”. This is best done at night after a few hours 
of sleep. Wrap a piece of cellophane tape around a tongue depressor 
sticky side out and press it to the skin around the anus to collect any 
eggs. Take the tape to the doctor who can look under a microscope to 
look for pinworm eggs. If you can collect several samples of tape, 90% 
of cases will be detected. 

If one person in the household is diagnosed with pinworms all of the 
members of the family should be treated for the condition. There are 
two main types of treatment. The first is Combantrin (taken as a single 
dose as a liquid or tablet) which is purchased without a prescription. It 
is dosed based on weight and should not be given to pregnant women 
or children under one year of age. The second is Vermox. This is a 
prescription medication also not recommended for pregnant woman, or 
children under two years of age. Both types of treatment may need to 
be repeated because eggs can survive for a few weeks. 

Other steps to take include careful hand washing (including scrubbing 
under fingernails), especially after using the toilet and before eating. 
All bedding, clothing and toys need to washed. Clean underwear 
and pajamas need to be worn every night. Bathrooms should also be 
cleaned particularly well to remove eggs. 

It is common to become reinfected with pinworms several months 
after treatment. If this happens the doctor should be contacted and 
everyone should be retreated. 

Pinworms are an annoying, but usually, unserious infection. With 
proper treatment and care it can be cured. Talk to your doctor or 
pharmacist if you suspect you or a family member is infected.

Demand for snow angels increases

PELHAM — With snow coming 
down requests for snow angels 
are going up. 

Nancy Yungblut, who co¬ 
ordinates the town’s snow angel 
program, said she needs more 
volunteers. 

Not only is the snow coming 
down, but bylaw enforcement 
officers are now handing out tags 
to homeowners who have not 
cleared sidewalks in front of their 
homes. 

The town has a snow-clearing 
bylaw. It requires cleaning of 
sidewalks within 24 hours after 
the end of the snowfall. Failure to 
do so can result in a $55 fine. At 
Monday’s town council meeting 

Some people who have 
received tags are telling the town 


they cannot clear snow because 
of medical conditions such as 
recent hip operations. 

The snow angel program was 
setup to assist homeowners who 
cannot clear their sidewalks. 
Volunteers would do it 

Volunteers clear snow and 
ice from municipal sidewalks 
and the windrow at driveway 
entrances left by snowplows. 

Pelham Cares is organizing the 
client list while the town lines up 
volunteers. 

To be eligible to receive 
the service, regardless of age, 
Pelham residents must provide: 
an Ontario Disability Support 
Program (ODSP) cheque stub, 
an Accessible Parking Pass 
or a completed physician’s 

Yungblut said she has sux 
snow angels from St. Alexander 
Catholic School who are doing a 
great job. 


“We could use more, espe¬ 
cially adults with snowblowers," 
Yungblut said. 

She has one man who comes 
in from North Pelham to assist 
with sidewalks along Regional 
Rd. 20. 

The town can also used vol¬ 
unteers in Fenwick as well as 
Fonthill. 

"Ideally it would be nice to 
have five or six extra people to be 
ready as the demand increases,” 
she said.
